Latest Details Pertaining to the 
Terrible Catastrophe at Lon­ 
don, Ontario. 


Estimates of the Drowned Far 
Oui numbering the Figures 
First Published. 


Two Hundred and Thirty-eight 
Bodies So Far Recovered, 
aud Others Vet Missing. 


The Deepest tx loom and Sadness 
Prevailing Throughout the 
Stricken Community. 


We publish pretty full accounts to-day 
regarding the calamity at London, On­ 
tario, on Tuesday evening. Tho fatality 
is greater tliau was at first reported. 
Nearly 250 bodies have lieeu recovered, 
already, aud more are still missing.

dren. As fast as corpses were claimed 
they were taken in charge by their 
friends, and removed to their homes. 

It is 
impossible at present to secure a com­ 
plete list of the drowned, but many prom­ 
inent citizens aud families are included 
in the number. 
When the water was let off by the re­ 
moval of the plash boards, search was 
was continued for those under tile lower 
deck, 
and twenty-two 
bodies 
were 
brougt to the surface, making two hun­ 
dred in all recovered. It is not known 
how many more, if there is any, are 
lost. 
The city council met to-day and pas­ 
sed resolutions of condolence. 
A settled gloom reigns over tho entire 
city. 
It. C. Montgomery, a leather merchant 
of Toronto, was on board, but escaped, 
aud succeded in saving many others. 
He states that, on the passage up, tile 
captain weut among tile passengers, ur­ 
ging them to keep on the other side. He 
said: “For Go J,s sake, koep on the other 
side, if you don't, you’ll have to swim for 
it.” A little later on he saw the water 
pass in over the deck aud the boiler go by 
the board, when the crash immediately 
took place. Almost all business is at a 
standstill, crowds line the streets discus­ 
sing the sad calamity. 


Ail Act of Heroism. 


Frank H. Eoote in Philadelphia W eekly l'imc#. 
The following incident of the battle of 
> Fredericksburg is well authenticated. It 
may prove that though north and south 
were at war a spirit of chivalry did exist 
among tile southern soldiers: On the 
loth day of December, 1802, the sixteenth 
regiment and three companies of the sec­ 
ond battalion of Featherstone's Mississ­ 
ippi brigade were sent to the front to re­ 
lieve a brigade posted at the foot of 
Mary’s heights, to the left of the plank 
road from tho city towards Orange Court 
House. Between them and the city was 
a tanyard aud many outbuildings. Much 
sharpshooting was indulged iii on both 
sides, opportunities being afforded us by 
the squads of federals, who in twos or 
threes kept moving rapidly from behind 
extemporized shelters to their rear, pos­ 
ted in tile city limits proper. While a 
squad of these were braving our shots one 
of them was seen to drop, while all his 
companions but one, taking advantage of 
our empty rules, soon got to cover behind 
the houses. This brave fellow, seeing his 
comrade fall, deliberately faeedjabout, and 
dropping his ride, assisted his friend to 
arise, aud together they slowly sought the 
rear. As they moved off a score or more 
of rides, in the excitement of the mo­ 
ment, were leveled with deadly intent, 
but before a single one could be dis­ 
charged our colonel, Carnot Posey, com­ 
manded “cease firing; that man is bio 
brave to be killed,” aud then, with char 
acterestic admiration for the brave fellow, 
we gave him a hearty cheer, to which he 
repled by a graceful4wave of his cap as he 
and his comrade passed behind the pro 
jection of an outbuilding. I have often 
thought of this brave act and wondered if 
he escaped a soldier’s death and lived to 
become an acknowledged leadar among 
men. 
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L o n d o n , Out., May 25.—The work of 
securing the dead from under the wreck 
of tho Victoria is still going actively on. 
Two hundred and thirty-eight bodies have 
rh*n recovered aud most of them brought 
’ d this city. All the undertakers’ shops 
are besieged aud coffins are going out by 
scores.

This enjoyment was 
rendered more attractive from the fact 
that this was tho first day of tho season 
for boats to run regular trips, and this 
circumstance, taken in connection with 
the public holiday, naturally drew largo 
crowds of pleasiire-seekers to tho river. 
Trips were made down the river for a 
distance of abont four miles to Spring 
bank, a place of popular resort, where the 
city water works are located, and three 
or four local steamboats took down large 
loads of excursionists at regular inter­ 
vals 
throughout 
the 
day. About 4 
o’clock in the afternoon the Victoria, of 
the 
Thames 
navigation 
company’s 
hue, started from the dock on 
hor 
fourth and her last 
trip for 
the 
day, 
with

passengers of all ages, variously estimat­ 
ed at from 40J to 600. All went well on 
the down trip, though the boat was so 
heavily laden that she shipped water iii 
small qnantities occasionally, when a 
crowd would happen to surge to any par­ 
ticular side. 
On the return trip, when more than, 
half way home, a slight commotion on 
the boat, said by some to have been the 
playful pranks of a number of youths oil 
the lower deck, aud by others ascribed to 
the boat striking on a snag, caused the 
crowd, out of curiosity, to rush to the 
side, and, as the side of the boat, sank 
with additional weight, a volume of wa- 
t?r a foot or two iu depth poured iu upon 
the lower deck, which was crowded with 
passengers. 
Instantly the crowd on both decks 
rushed to tho opposite side, and their 
weight to-gether with that of the water 
shipped by the boat, caused it te larch 
iu the opposite direction. Then it was 
that tho disaster occnred. The side of 
the boat same in the water to the depth 
of one or two feet, and while the crowd 
of people on the lower deck to save them­ 
selves from slipping down into tho river, 
the stanchions supporting the upper 
deck suddenly gave way, and the whole 
structure, with its load of human beings, 
came down on those who were below, 
crushing them on tile deck and render­ 
ing escape out of the question. 
The scene that followed is impossible 
to describe. Tho boat continued to set­ 
tle on its side deeper iuto the water, tak­ 
ing with it mauy of the passengers who 
were stuuuod by the fall of the up­

Scores sank rn the wa­ 
ter without an effort, while many Otho.** 
who were precipitated into tile river un­ 
hurt, rent the air with their vain appeals 
for tiiat succor which those passengers 
who were safe were powerless to extend.

Mr. Stone was a retired Boated mer­ 
chant, who died at the age of eighty 
years, at Malden, August 14, 1878. He 
was bom in Topham, Me., and in early 
life was engaged in the retail dry-goods 
business in Brunswick, in the same 
State. 
In this business he was quite 
successful, and about the year 1825 re­ 
moved to Boston and established a dry­ 
goods jobbing trade, his store then and 
thereafter, so long as he remained in 
business, being on Kilby Street. The 
firm at first was Bartlett A Stone, and 
later D. P. Stone & Co., and Atone A 
Page, the junior partner being Mr. 
Philip S. Page, who is a resident of 
Malden, and one of the trustees thro 
whom the property has now been 
tributed. Mr. Stone retired from busi­ 
ness about the year 1859 with a hand­ 
some property, which, by shrewd and 
cautious investment, gradually swelled 
to the sum already indicated of $2,000,- 
OOO and upward. One proof of the 
sagacity exercised in this investment is 
in the fact that the estate actually 
yielded about $400,000 above its ap­ 
praised value, and another is in the fact 
that out of $800,000 in notes bearing the 
name of a single promisor, which com­ 
prised part of the estate, there was a 
mss in collection of not more than I per 
cent. Mr. Stone was of a quiet and re­ 
tiring disposition, bat a man of high 
integrity, and was greatly respected by 
all who anew him. 
The maiden name of Mrs. Stone was 
Goodenow, and she is the sister of the 
late Judge Goodenow, of Alfred, Maine. 
Mr. Stone was a regular attendant at 
the services, but not a member, of the 
Congregational Church of Malden. His 
wife is a member of that church. They

The Rev. Dr. Wilcox 
has stood in somewhat more intimate 
relations as an adviser of Mrs. Stone in 
the distribution than the other two, bo­ 
ing a relative and her husband’s trusted 
friend. 
The relation which eithet of 
these gentlemen hold was only that of 
being custodian for the time being and 
adviser, Mrs. Stone having full control 
and, as already stated, legal ownership 
of the property.

Mr. Ramon Verea, a Spanish resident 
of New York, has been devoting his 
leisure hours for several years in devel­ 
oping a machine that will multiply and 
divide, and has finally succeeded. 
It 
will produce a product having fifteen 
figures, and the factors may be of nine 
or less than six figures. 
A turn of a 
small crank once for each figure in the 
multiplier displays the product on a 
disk. The work is almost instantane­ 
ous and the accuracy of it unimpeacha­ 
ble. The machine consists of ten cir­ 
cular plates placed vertically, and on 
the edge of each are figures from I to 
9 inclusive and zero. 
On the sides of 
these plates are points which form in 
substance a multiplication table. 
Sup­ 
pose 9 is to be multiplied bv 6. 
The 
first plate is turned so that nine shows 
on top; the other factor is then shown 
on a wheel belonging to a similar set as 
those on which nine is shown. 
When 
the crank is turned the multiplicand 
plate turns six-ninths of a revolution 
and a r point on tho fourth concentric 
circle of points on the side of tho plate 
is presented on one side and a point on 
the fifth concentric circle on tho other. 
These two points meet each a small 
tongue which operates upon the prod­ 
uct box, where the result is directly 
shown. 
The mechanism by which tho 
product is recorded is too complicated 
to admit of a description except, at 
great length. 
There are a scries of 
wheels worked upon, each of them 
graduated as to size and shape with 
the concentric circles on the plates. 
It might be said that in the mul­ 
tiplication the 
additions 
necessary 
are made simultaneously with Inc mul­ 
tiplication. 
For example, multiplying 
56 by 7 the process is 7 times 6 are 42, 
7 times 5 arc 85 and 4 are 89—product, 
892. 
Witli the machine tho work is 
instnntaueous. 
When the wheel is 
turned the record is first made of 42 
aud then of 85. 
The figure in the last 
place of 35, that is the 5, is at once 
added to the figure in the place of the 
tens of the oilier number, and the en­ 
tire product “ bobs up serenely1’ as the 
crank completes the revolution. 
If the 
multiplier were a double number, say 
56 by 27, another turn of the crank 
would make tho multiplication and 
addition complete. 
To prove the oper­ 
ation pressing a button throws into 
gear a new set of wheels, and a turn of 
the crank reduces all the numbers in 
the product box to zero. 
Should zero 
not at once appear it would prove the 
original operation was wrong. 
Mr. Vote a explains that he did not 
make the machine either to sell its pat­ 
ent or to put it into use, but simply to 
show that it was possible and that a 
Spaniard can invent as well as an Amer­ 
ican. 
A number of tests that were 
made in the presence of a Herald re­ 
porter and other visitors were con­ 
ducted with facility and accuracy. The 
operation of multiplying 900,000 by 
9 ,0 0 0 was correctly performed by the 
machine while tho reporter and an ac­ 
countant were trying to write out the 
product which they hail already arrived 
at by a mental process —N. Y. Herald.
